TWELVE DAYS IN A CALORIMETER, 


A. W. Smith Acquires Data for Physi- 
ological Statistics. 

Middletown, Conn., April 4.—{Special.}— 
A. W. Smith, after twelve days and six 
hours in the respiration calorimeter, 
came. out this afternoon and reports himself 
none the worse for the experience. The 
first two days he devoted to rest, then three 
days he gave his attention to hard mental 


work in calculating results of a previous 


experiment, etc.; then came four days of 
rest, three days of intense muscular ex- 
ercise, ending with three days of rest. 

The food and drink, the inhaled and ex- 
haled Air, and all the products given off 
from the body were measured and weighed, 
and the energy received by the body in the 
form of food and drink and that given off in 
the excretory products and in the heat 
radiated from the body were also meas- 
ured. While the data thus obtained have not 
been fully worked out much has been learned 
in relation to the quantities of food mate- 
rials used by the body when at rest and 
when the person is engaged in intellectual 
and muscular work, and also upon the rela- 
tions of energy to the body functions. Dur- 
ing the experiment Mr. Smith lost two 
pounds. At its close he told those in charge 
that if he had not been successful he was 
willing to stay in the box another week. 
Dr. Benedict, in charge, is, however, satis- 
fied with the results, and this will close the 
experiments for the year.

What the Law Says. 


The Tilinois statutes are ‘specific on this 
point, and the language is such it is thought 
the only thing for Mr. Ackerman to do is 
to declare himself out of the contest.

No person shall be eligible to any town 
office unless he shall be a legal voter and 
have been one year a resident of such town.”

PRINCE OF MONACO WANTS MORE, 


Raises the Price of the Gambling Priv- 
ilege at Monte Carlo. 

London, April 4.—Advices received here 
from Monte Carlo show there is a hitch in 
regard to renewing the gambling concession. 
According to the terms of the present con- 
tract the Prince of Monaco receives $250,000 
yearly for the exclusive right to maintain a 
gambling establishment within his domin- 
ions (the area of the principality is six square 
miles), in addition to $100,000, which are the 
expenses of the principality, whose popula- 
tion is 12,000. The Prince now demands 
$500,000 for the expenses of the principality 
alone, The receipts from the gambling 
tables for the year ending March 31 were 
$240,000 under those of the previous year, 
and so the company will only pay a6 per cent 
dividend.

Men, arms, am- 
munition, and stores are being conveyed 
over a difficult route without the slightest 
hitch. Gen. H. H. Kitchener, the Sirdar 
of the Egyptian forces, will remain at at 
Akasheh until he succeeds in collecting his 
complete forces there. In the interval the 
camel corps and cavalry will push forward 
to the nearest dérvish post at Suarda.

The most singular stories come from Paris. 
The Russian Ambassador seems to have in- 
tervened actively. It is quite evident that 
he gave the Prime Minister to understand 
that the Czar disapproved of M. Berthelot’s 
policy. The President was told the same 
thing. There was a conference, in which M. 
Berthelot was told in substance that he 
must give way or go. He preferred to go. 
He did not think it the duty of a French 
Minister of Foreign Affairs to take his orders 
from a foreign power. His superiors dif- 
fered- from him and bent the knee. M. Ber- 
thelot disappears from the scene. M. Bour- 
geois becomes Foreign Minister as well as 


Prime Minister. 
Not Ominous of Good. 

The change is not ominous of good for 
France or for Europe. M. Berthelot, ama- 
teur as he was, has been the one 
Minister France has had for a long. time 
who seemed wishful to conduct her foreign 
affairs with moderation and with a due re- 
gard for the rights of others. There had 
grown up between him and Lord Salisbury 
something that almost amounted to a 
friendly understanding. The chances of 
peace and concord and good relations were 
the greater for the presence of M. Berthelot 
at the Foreign Office, and are the less now 
that hé has been replaced by M.. Bourgeois. 
The new Minister is a man of arbitrary tem- 
per; able, strong-willed, and likely to apply 
in diplomacy the methods which he hag 
found useful in the Chamber of Deputies and 
at the Ministry of the Interior, where an ad- 
ministrative despotism prevails. Such 
methods will not answer in diplomacy. 

M. Bourgeois was asked, as the custom is, 
to explain to the Senate and afterward to 
the Chamber of Deputies the causes of the 
Gabinet crisis. He declined. He told the 
Senate that it was enough for it to know that 
negotiations with England were being con- 
ducted with firmness and prudence. The 
Chamber gave him a majority of 94. Like 
our House of Representatives, the Chamber 
is much under the influence of a sentiment 
here called jingoism and there known as 
Chauvinism. If not twins, they are first 
cousins. 


The Deputies Like a Jingo Policy. 


It was enough for the majority in the 
Chamber to know that M. Bourgeois meant 
to stiffen his Egyptian policy, to oppose En- 
gland where his predecessor had yielded, and 
to do the bidding of Russia. He has the 
courage of his subserviency and has said, 
apparently with pride, that the understand- 
ing between Russia and France had never 
been closer. What the world sees and knows 
is that the foreign policy of France is made 
the instrument of Russian diplomacy. _, 

The Senate, a body of far more weight and 
dignity than the Chamber, is not content 
with this condition of things, which it seems 
to consider humiliating. It asked for 
further explanations and when the Prime 
Minister rather haughtily refused, adopted 
by 157 to 77 a vote of censure, and thereupon 
adjourned till April 22. The adjournment 
weakens the force of the censure. Twice 
before has the Senate.asserted its authority 
to force this ministry to resign, and twice 
have M. Bourgeois and his colleagues suc- 
cessfully defied the Senate, Of course they 
defy it again. The grave constitutional ques- 
tion involved was thought to have been dis- 
posed of before, but the Senate may no 
doubt raise it again, Their view is that a 
ministry censured by the Senate must 
resign. The ministry retort that a vote of 
confidence ef the Chamber of Deputies nulll- 
files the vote of the Senate, and they hold on. 
If the Senate meant to stand to its guns it 
should not have adjourned. It is reported, 
though on no sufficient authority, that 
France is trying to induce the other powers 
to consent to an international conference or 
congress about Egypt.

000 men into the field in various districts of 
England.

shrewdly suspected to be merely a part of a 
prearranged plan for further extending 
Great Britain’s colonial empire. 

But Great Britain’s ministry, together 
with the sovereign, obviously has no fear 
of any immediate danger, since the Queen, 
the Prince, and Premier are two days from 
London, in the French Riviera, where also 
Austria’s Emperor and the present heir to 
the Russian throne are sojourning with 
other magnates. The Duke of Devonshire 
is in Spain,,and Liberal léaders are scattered 
over the face of Europe. 

Bourgeois has just won another victory, 
and has practically notified France he is 
strong enough to curb and premature frenzy 
to embroil his country with England over 
Egypt. Rudini’s peaceful policy has calmed 
Italy. ‘ 

Bismarck’s birthday gave an opportunity 
for many pleasant messages to and from 
Germany, and as your Madrid correspondent 
cables today even Spain almost forgets its 
troubles in the peace and gocd will of Holy 
Week. But when all the parliaments reas- 
semble perhaps the world will be all the 
worse off for this short breathing spell.

Washington, D. C., April 4.—{Special.}]— 
Nellie Grant Sartoris was an interested 
auditor in the private gallery of the House of 
Representatives this afternoon during the 


debate on the Cuban resolutions, and it 


doubtiess did her good to hear the favorable 
mention of her illustrious father by mem- 
bers of the House irrespective of party 
affiliations. 

An agreement was reached early in the 
day the session would be continued this 


evening for debate only and a vote on the 


resolutions would not be pressed tntil Mon- 
day after the reading of the journal. 

Illinois was in evidence during the debate 
today when Squire Woodman, the avowed 
champion of Cuba, was given five minutes 
to present his views on the subject which is 
so dear to him. 

As Billx Lorimer expressed it, Con- 
gressman Woodman put the matter in a nut- 
shell when he said: “It is time to act. 
Butcheries and outrages of the Spanish 
commander in Cuba are hourly going on, 
and his brutality is recorded in the daily 
papers. Only a day or two ago was the 
record published of five men, captured as 
prisoners of war, who were garroted as 
murderers, violators, and incendiaries. 

“This Nation should enter a protest 
against such inhumanity as the butchery of 
prisoners of war. Granting belligerent 
rights to Cuba will do more than enable the 
government of that island to purchase arms, 
ammunition, and supplies for conducting its 
warfare according to the recognized rules of 
war, ' 

Any Nation May Interfere. 

“ Any nation has a right to interfere in a 
conflict if such interference be on the grounds 
of ordinary humanity. The rules of war do 
not encourage, under any circumstances, 
the massacre of defenseless prisoners who 
may have been captured. All the prisoners 
taken by the Spanish army are executed, 
while the troops, when taken by the patriots 
of Cuba, either join the Cuban army or are 
confined till Cuba shall be free. 

Orders of the Republic of Cuba are no 
cane shall be ground, as the product of the 
cane fields produces a large revenue for 
Spain. It is probable the fields of such plant- 
ers as disobeyed the order may have been 
burned, just as any army would destroy 
supplies to prevent their falling into the 
hands of the enemy. 

On the other hand, Spain insists on treat- 
ing Cuban patriots, who possess and main- 
tain control of almost the entire island ex- 
cept a few seaports, as murderers and incen- 
diaries and executes them. This is in viola- 
tios of humanity, the rules of warfare, and 
all the principles that men hold most dear. 
Consequently, I say, it is time for Congress 
to put its seal of condemnation on the prac- 
tices of Spain in Cuba and give those who 
are struggling for freedom the rights which 
nature and nature’s God demand.”’ 

Mr. Adams [R., Pa. ], a member of the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, was the first 
speaker on the Cuban resolutions. He said 
he should have refrained from addressing 
the House further on this question but for 
the extraordinary performances of the 
gentleman from Maine [Mr. Boutelle] yes- 
terday.“ 

Intimates Boutelle Prevaricated. 


Referring to the charge the people were 
not behind the effort of Congress to grant 
proper recognition to Cuba, he asserted Con- 
gress had seldom before received so many 
petitions on any subject as this. What bet- 
ter proof could we have of the popularity 
of the resolutions. 

He controverted Mr. Boutelle’s proposi- 
tion that the sentiment was subsiding, and 
asserted the opposition which had been made 
in the Senate had been for the mere purpose 
of obstruction. 

Continuing, Mr. Adams contended a hand- 
ful of Senators had taken advantage of the 
rules of the Senate to prevent the adoption 
of the conference report by filibustering. 
Speaking to the merits of the resolutions, 
Mr. Adams said the Cubans had an organized 
form of government, and were in every way 


entitled to the recognition contemplated by 


the resolutions. 

He read resolutions adopted by the leading 
citizens of the Town of Mantua in the Prov- 
ince of Pinar del Rio, announcing adherence 
to the cause of the insurgents, to refute the 
charges they had no support in the cities. 
The original draft of the resolutions was in 
Senator Sherman's possession. 

Representative Knox (Rep., Mass.) was 
recognized to read a letter from his col- 
league, Mr. Draper, a member of the Foreign 
Affairs committee, opposing the adoption 
of the conference report. Mr. Knox took 
occasion to say he differed from Mr. Draper 
and made a plea for affirmative action. He 
thought measures should be taken to put an 
end to the barbarous warfare, and for this 
country to fail to do this would be to incur 
the loss of our own self-respect as well as 
to deserve the contempt of all foreign coun- 
tries. 

Representative Gillete (Rep., Mass.) spoke 
in opposition to the resolutions. He ad- 
mitted popular sympathy was with the 
Cubans, but argued the question at issue 
was one of wisdom and of justice, saying 
he did not consider it expedient to embroil 
the United States in a matter of this char- 
acter, especially when the resolutions could 
be of no avail. Furthermore, he considered 
the recognition of belligerency should rest 
with the Executive. The resolutions of 
sympathy, he declared, were merely a cloak 
for our anibition. 

Would Pull Off the Murderers. 


Mr. Cockrell Dem., Tex.] told of letters 
he had received imploring Congress to stop 
the hue and cry about Cuba, because it was 
ruining the moneyed interests, and said the 
patriotism of all these people could be com- 
pressed into the size of a nickel. They had 
forgotten the duty owed by this republic to 
a struggling people. Maceo and Gomez had 
exhibited a degree of generalship never ex- 
celled, for Spain had been for a year en- 
deavoring with 135,000 troops to conquer 40,- 
000 patriots in an island not so large as his 
[Cockrell’s] district, and had never been 
able to hold a foot of territory beyond the 
range of her cannon and gunboats. Mr. 
Cockrell said Cuba was entitled to her inde- 
pendence, and if he could have his way he 
would take this old wolf of Spain by the 
throat, force her to pull her murderers off, 
and concede the absolute independence of 
these brave people.“ 

This declaration was received with ap- 
plause. 

Mr. Ellet Dem., Va.] said the question of 
belligerency was one of fact, and he did not 
consider the Cuban insurgents had shown 
themselves entitled to recognition. 

Mr. Newlands, [Silverite, Nev.] supported 
the resolutions. 

Mr. Stewart [Rep., N. J.] favored and Mr. 
Russell Dem., La.] opposed the resolutions. 
The latter said the Cubans did not fight like 
soldiers and were not worth shedding troco- 
dile tears over. 

Mr, Walsh [Dem., N. V.] spoke brféfiy in 
defense of Senator Hill. Mr. Adams of 
Pennsylvania had intimated Mr. Hill had 
reflected the attitude of Wall street in his 
position on the Cuban resolutions. 

Mr. Turner [Dem., Ga.] opposed the adop- 
tion of the resolutions. 

Mr. Quigg [Rep., N. Y.] favored the reso- 
lutions and was loudly applauded when he 
finished. 

Mr. Wheeler [Dem., Ala.] declared he be- 
lieved in a new policy for the American Gov- 
ernment. The Monroe doctrine was good 
for 10,000,000 of people, but now it should be 
the American doctrine that wherever a peo- 
ple were struggling for liberty they should 
have our sympathy, and, if possible, our aid. 

Mr. Buck [Dem., La. ] had read a telegram 
signed by the itors of the four leading 
papers in New Orleans, including the Pica- 
yune and Times-Democrat, declaring their 
support of the resolutions. He said this

SENDS JERE RUSK AN INVITATION. 


Dead Public Man Asked to Attend 
Harrison Nuptials. 

Washington, D. C., April 4.—{Speciai.}— 
The wedding of Gen. Harrison and Mrs. 
Mary Scott Dimmick in New York on Mon- 
day next, strange to say, excites no interest 
in social circles here. It is understood but 
few from this city will be present, and, in- 
deed, it is further true very few have been 


invited. 

Mrs. Dimmick has not many friends in this 
city. Her stay in the White House was 
rather an unpleasant and stormy one. She 
remained there, however, in spite of un- 
friendly criticism, much to the discomfort of 
those who preferred she would go away. 

A society matron of prominence explains 
the situation in this way: 

Mrs. Dimmick has had absolute charge 
of the distribution of invitations to the wed- 
ding, and she has shown how much she loves 
people in this city by the limited number of 
bids sent here. There were several efforts 
to freeze Mrs. Dimmick out of Washington 
society made by the friends of Mrs. Harrison 
and Mrs. McKee. 

First the story was circulated Mrs. Dim- 
mick’s name was carried on the White 
House rolls as housekeeper, and as a result 
society people seriously discussed the ques- 
tion. whether they should return the calls 
made by her. This was settled by a semi- 
official notice being made Mrs. Dimmick was 
not the housekeeper, and further her name 
was not carried on any official roll. 


family over the approaching wedding it 
transpired Mrs. Dimmick acted as a secre- 
tary or amanuensis for Mrs. Harrison. The 
visit here recently of Mrs. McKee has had the 
effect of creating considerable feeling 
against Mrs. Dimmick, for Mrs. McKee is a 
strong social favorite and it did mot require 
much to be said, for popular prejudice is 


nearly always against stepmothers.” 

It is also said those who are sending out 
the wedding invitations from New York 
have made a number of mistakes, as wellas 
in some cases unpardonable errors. It is the 
desire of Gen. Harrison to have all the mem- 
bers of his Cabinet and their families pres- 
ent. Those who had the detail of the work 
in hand have, it is said, sent an invitation 
here addressed to Jere Rusk, who was Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, in ignorance of the 
fact Mr. Rusk has been dead for several 
years. As has been repeatedly stated from 
this city, and as frequently denied from the 
Indianapolis end of the arrangements, none 
of the immediate members of Gen. Harri- 
son’s family will be present at the wedding. 


CAN STATES CLOSE ARMY CANTEENS. 


Fort Robinson Exchange Is Closed 
Pending Judicial Decision. 

Washington, D. C., April 4.—The closing of 
the Post Exchange at Fort Robinson, Neb., 
is, it is learned, only temporary, and pend- 
ing a decision by the judicial officers (. the 
War Department, and perhaps by the At- 
torney-General, on the question involved— 
viz.: The rights of State officials to interfere 
in the internal administration of the affairs 
of army posts.

WILL RUIN TINPLATE 


Comment of a Manufacturer on the 
New Steel Pool. 

Pittsburg, Pa., April 4.—P. P. Laufman, 
the veteran tin-plate producer, predicts that 
if the new steel pool is a success and holds 
together for ninety days, nearly every tin- 
plate factory in the country will be driven 
out of business. They will be ground to an- 
nihilation between the upper and nether 
millstones of Welsh competition and the 
cost of steel billets. Quotations on the black 
plate used by tinplate manufacturers have 
been advanced about $2 a ton, in keeping 
with the advance of billets to $20, which was 
made several days ago. If this keeps up 
Welsh competition, it is asserted, will gain 
the mastery of American markets. Previous 
to the formation of the pool the prices on 
billets were very nearly the same in Great 
Britain and this country. It is believed the 
advance and the difference in the labor cost 
of rolling black plate in. Wales will shortly 
make a difference of $5 a ton against the 
American product.

The splendid front over- 
looks the beautiful Danube at its widest 
part, and the swift flowing blue waters of 
this majestic river greatly enhance the 
picturesqueness of the imposing structure. 

The interior of this huge building, which 
really is a series or chain of buildings, will 
be in keeping with its fine exterior. The 
principal rooms are the assembly halls or 
Senate chambers of the House of Lords and 
the House of Deputies. These occupy the 
center of the building, and from these two 
chief points radiates an endless number of 
offices, State apartments, bureaus, and com- 
mittee rooms. 

Toward the eastern side, which faces the 
city, are apartments luxuriously furnished, 
which will be set aside for royalty when vis- 
iting the Parliament. Facing -the Danube 
on the same floor have been provided some 
beautifully appointed reading, reception, and 
dining rooms, which are supplemented with 
a truly Parisian café.

TAMPA GIVES MONEY TO SPAIN. 
Castilian Colony Will Help Raise 882, 
000,000 to Build Warships. 

Tampa, Fla., April 4.—[{Special.}—The 
Spanish inhabitants of Tampa met last night 
at their Casino to assist in raising $52,000,- 
000 to enable Spain to construct two first- 
class and twenty second-class warships. 

The contributions are to extend over a 
period of ten years, in which time the amount 


is to be raised. 

The colony will earnestly endeavor to per- 
form this part of the obligation. These 
meetings were held last night wherever there 


was a Spanish colony. 
New York, April 4.—A special from Madrid 


says: 

‘Admiral Boyanger, the Spanish Minister 
of Marine, announces Spain is fitting out 
extra ships for the purpose only of patrolling 
the Cuban coast. 

He was extremely courteous during an in- 
terview and expressed anything but hostile 
feelings toward the United States. 

Dispatches have been recetved in New 
York announcing the release of the alleged 
filibustering steamer Bermuda by the Hon- 
duras authorities. 

According to the reports received the Ber- 
muda, after leaving Puerto Cortez, will touch 
at other gulf points before completing the 
trip and returning to New York. 

The Honduras authorities are still in pos- 
session of a small quantity of arms found 
on board the Bermuda. 

Houston, Tex., April 4.—For some time 
past agents of the Pinkerton agency, who 
are working in behalf of the Spanish Govern- 
ment, have been watching the movement of 
vessels along the Texas coast and sailing 
from Mexican ports. 

It leaks out the Pinkerton agents discov- 
ered large quantities of ammunition in lum- 
ber for West India. The two-inch planks 
were so arranged they were loaded with 
cartridges, while in what appeared to be 
heavy timber guns were packed. 

For several months the shipment of war 
munitions have been made in this manner.

Telegrams today from Washington, how- 
ever, aroused considerable interest among 
all classes, and angry comments from the 
press of all shades upon Mr. Hitt's speech. 

The leading papers persist in affecting to 
consider the Cuban insurgents as bands of 
brigands, incendiaries, and adventurers, un- 
worthy of the sympathy of any civilized 
people and deserving of the sternest and 
swiftest chastisement possible under mar- 
tial law. Their wrath has been increased 
by the last telegrams from Weyler, report- 
ing fresh raids and outrages, the burning 
of plantations by rebels in the Provinces of 
Havana, Pinar del Rio, and Matanzas, 
which obliged him to revert to the system 
of Marshal Campos and place strong guards 
to protect most of the plantations.

Grand Jury Charges Him with Trying 
to Prevent the Conviction of Mich- 
nel O’Brien for Wife Murder—Spe- 
tial Panel Recommended to Inves- 
tigate the Methods of Public 0m- 
cials—T. J. Kelly Makes a Hard 
Fight to Save His Friend. 
Thomas J. McNichols, County Commis- 
sioner, was yesterday indicted for bribery. 
The grand jury in its report criticised the 
methods of the Commsestoners in letting con- 
tracts, and recommended the calling of a 
special grand jury to make an investigation. 
Robert E. Cantwell, an attorney, also came 
in for a scoring. Judge Horton said he 
would consider thé matter, and it is believed 
the special jury will be ordered. The Special 
Assessment Bureau came in for a rap, the 
jury finding that its management of busi- 
ness was careless and neglectful. In all 278 
true bills were returned. At 8 o’clock last 
night the grand jury presented its report to 
Judge Horton, who discharged it, with the 
warmest words of commendation. 
Although the Judge could hardly find 
words in which to express his satisfaction 
with the work done by the jury, he dis- 
turbed the complete self-satisfaction of the 
jury by sharply rebuking the members who 
had kept the press so well informed on their 


doings 
“Why,” sald the court in amazement, 


“the papers have published days ago all 
that you have presented in your report.“ 
Jury Makes Its Report. 


When the reform jury filed into the 
court-room after its two weeks’ work Judge 
Horton was waiting for it. So was Kick- 
ham Scanlan, who is Commissioner Mo- 
Nichols’ attorney, and who listened atten- 
tively to the reading of the report by Fore- 
man S Ye der. When the reading 
was finished Judge Horton said: 

% wish to commend the work of as faith- 
ful a grand jury as has been impaneled in 
Cook County for many years. You have con- 
sidered 466 cases besides doing a great deal 
of special work. All of this has been ac- 
complished within two weeks. I comme! 
the grand jury for its promptness. This 
iad A has emphasized the word ‘ grand’ 
ury. 

1 must criticise, however, the giving out 
to the public what should be secret matter. 
Three hours ago J read in the papers all that 
you have done, 

“T am not yet ready to say what action I 
shall take in regard to the special grand jury, 
but any recommendations from such a body 
as has made this report will receive my most 
careful attention.” 

MecNichols Indicted for Bribery. 

The vote to indict Thomas J. McNichols 
for bribing a member of the grand jury 
which was considering the case of Michael 
O’Brien, charged with the murder of Julia 
O’Brien, was taken at 4 o’clock. Most of 
the jury favored the indictment. T. J. 
Kelly, however, was violently opposed to 
the action. Kelly and another grand juror, 
P. Nash, were the two men whose appoint- 
ments were referred to two days ago as in- 
stances showing how easy it was for mem- 
bers of the County Board to shield their 
friends when brought before the jury. The 
two men were indignant at the article and 
yesterday morning demanded to be heard. 
Each in turn denied there was an ulterior 
motive in his appointment as juryman. 
Juror H. H. Kohlsaat, who is the owner of 
the paper which made the attack on Nash 
and Kelly, apologized to the grand juror for 
the story. I am sorry it appeared,“ said 
Mr. Kohisaat. “If I had known anything 
about it it would never have been published. 
I am confident the statements and insinua- 
tions are false.“ 

Mr. Kelly Becomes Angry. 


Mr. Kohlsaat’s soothing words calmed the 
outraged feelings of Nash and Kelly and 
averted the storm. But the air did not re- 
main clear. Clouds appeared in the horizon 
when a proposition was made to vote on the 
indictment of Me Nichols. In a few minutes 
a lively storm broke loose, and when it was 
éver there were only twenty-two good men 
instead of twenty-three, for Mr. Kelly had 
bolted from the room. 

All the speeches were favoring the indict- 
ment of Commissioner McNichols until 
Juror Kelly got the floor. “ There is not 
enough evidence,” said the juror with con- 
siderable heat, to convict this man if he 
is indicted. By indicting him we will only 
place a stain upon his name that will injure 
him in the eyes of the public, and will be 
a gross injustice to the man.“ But Juror 
Kelly’s appeal was unheard. As soon as he 
had finished other jurors Were on their feet 
urging an indictment. Foreman Hussander 
ordered a vote. Juror Kelly looked around 
the room and grabbed the situation and his 
hat at the same time and rushed out of the 
room and refused to be comforted. Nor did 
he go back until the vote had been taken. 

“I am honest about this,“ declared Juror 
Kelly. 1 don’t believe in injuring a man’s 
reputation by indicting him on shipshod 
evidence.“ 

Cantwell Refuses to Appear. 

The witnesses who testified against Mc- 
Nichols were: Judge Payne, H. B. Dox, 
John Z Clarke, Walter C. Hately, J. W. 
McGeogh, J. R. Monaghan. Robert E. Cant- 
well, the lawyer who is said to have been the 
source of the charges against McNichols in 
conversation with Judge Payne, was sub- 
poeenaed as a witness, but failed to appear. 

Among other evidence against McNichols 
Was a certificate of deposit for $1,200 in the 
Hibernian Bank and a check made payable 
to the order of Currency,“ one bearing the 
date of Dec. 9, 1895, for $300. It is signed 
“Kehoe & Cantwell, agents.” The certifi- 
cate of deposit is dated Dec. 7, 1895. It was 
deposited by R. E. Cantwell afid made paya- 
ble to himself, and was countersigned by 
Hamilton B. Dox, cashier of the Hibernian 
Banking Assoeiation. The check for $300 is 
countersigned T. J. arid J. E. McNichels.”’ 
This check was transferred to the account of 
the McNichols on Dec. 10, as was also the 
$1,200 certificate of deposit, as shown by the 
bank slips produced in evidence. Both 
Kehoe & Cantwell and T. J. and J. E. Mc- 
Nichols did business at the Hibernian Bank. 

One peculiar feature of the charge against 
Commissioner McNichols is that the check 
and the certificate of deposit with which 
some juror is alleged to have been bribed 
were deposited or received at the Hibernian 
Bank for nine days after the November 
grand jury adjourned. It was this jury 
which indicted Michael J. O’Brien. 

Forty Counts. 

Forty counts in all were returned against 
McNichols. The first count recites the Com- 
missioner did “ unlawfully, willfully, and 
corruptly give to a person whose name is 
to the said jurors unknown money to the 
amount of $1,500 with the felonious intent

GOV. DRAKE WILL USE THE VETO, 


Opposes Increase of Judges—Are 
Cigarets Original Packages! 

Des Moines, Ia., April 4.-—[Special.}—It 
may be stated with a degree of positiveness 
that Gov. Drake will next week return to 
the Senate, with his disapproval, the bills 
that have passed both Houses creating the 
next judicial district. 

These two bill provide for the creation of 
two additional District Judges, and it is 
stated that one of them is so drawn that a 
strict construction of it would add one more 
Judge besides the two mentioned. Speaking 
in regard to these bills Gov. Drake said: 

“I do not believe in the exercise of the 
veto power, but I am not certain but that I 
shall be compelled to use it. I am receiving 
a large number of letters protesting against 
the bills creating these new Judges, and it 
is claimed that there is no necessity fo 
them. ; 

They say the present arrangement does 
not overwork the Judges to any great ex- 
tent, and that the people are getting along 
well enough with the court facilities they 
now have in those districts. For one, I do 
not believe in needlessly increasing the 
number of public officers.” 

The anti-cigaret bill has been sent to the 
Governor's office, and although he had not 
affixed his signature to it at a late hour 
this afternoon, it was stated that he would 
sign it. The question of the constitution- 
ality of the bill was brought up, but the 
Governor has become satisfied that it is all 
right and is not an infringement on inter- 
State commerce. That is also the opinion of 
Attorney-General Remley. 

This question was raised when the bill was 
on its passage in the Senate, and it was the 
opinion of some of the iawyers there that 
as it prohibited the sale at retail of cigarets 
in the State it conflicted with the provision 
of the inter-State commerce law which per- 
mits, the sale in original packages, the con- 
tention being that a package of cigarets was 
— * package within the meaning of 

e law.

Farmers’ Bank of Decatur, II., Closes 
Its Doors. 

Decatur, III., April 4.—[{Special.]—The 
Farmers’ Bank, a private institution started 
three years ago by Lewis B. Casner, failed 
today. Mr. Casner made an assignment to 
John A..Dawson. The assets are $185,293; 
liabilities $128,315. Casner says he will be 
able to pay every dollar of his obligations. 
The amount due depositors is over $90,000. 


Dr. Depew Dimes and Talks Again. 
San Francisco, Cal., April 4.—Dr. Chauncey 
M. Depew was banqueted tonight by the

The motor ran successfully, and 
towed several boats at good speed. Many of 
its mechanical defects have been remedied 
since then, and the inventors claim it is 
ready for operation the entire length of the 
canal. Contracts have been made with 
Cooper, Hewitt & Co. for the construction ot 
a cableway for the system from Tonawanda 
to Buffalo, a distance of twelve miless. 


Great Route to Seaboard. 

If this system be put into successful opera- 
tion the canal would become the great traffic 
route from the lakes to the seaboard. 

None of the Cataract Electric company’s 
re would speak about the matter to- 

ay. 

Chariton H. Lewis of the Mutual Life In- 
surance company is Secretary and the Treas- 
urer of the Cataract company. When asked 
about the reported sale he said: “I don’t 
feel at liberty to discuss the matter at this 
time.” Frank W. Hawley, Vice-President, 
Was equally reticent. He was asked about 
the possibility of competition with the trunk 
lines and replied that the public would have 
to wait for developments. 

For many years the five great trunk liné 
railroads, headed by the New York Central, 
have worked to keep down the dangerous 
competition of the Erie Canal. The intro- 
duction of electricity on the canal would at 
once make it a formidable rival to the rail- 
roads and compel a great reduction of rates. 


VANDERBILTS AFTER ELEVATED. 


Proposition to Lease the Manhattan 
Elevated for Ninety-nine Years. 
New York, April 4.—[Special.]—A proposi- 
ticn made by J. Pierpont Morgan, in behalf 
of the Vanderbilts, to lease the Manhattan 
Elevated railroad system for ninety-nine 
years has been made to George J. Gould and 
ao Sage, and may yet be accepted by 

them. 

Mr. Morgan left the directory of the Man- 
hattan company after a rebuff at the hands 
of Russell Sage. He has always been a de- 
veted follower of the Vanderbilt interests, 
having secured for them the West Shore 
and other valuable holdings. 

It is of importance to the Vanderbilts 
that they should retain their hold on the 
City of New York. They have today the 
only railroad coming into the city limits, and 
it is of great moment to them that they 
should not be left behind in the growing 
tendency of the city to grow into a yet great- 
er metropolis. Accordingly, the Vander- 
bilts went at the work of securing the great 
elevated gridiron. 

The first open step was taken while George 
Gould was on his latest trip to Europe. A 
prominent lawyer visited the office of Rus- 
sell Sage with an offer to buy at a very fair 
price the entire holdings of the Goulds, 
amounting to $10,000,000, and of Russell 
Sage, amounting to $3,000,000, in Manhat- 
tan stock. The deal fell through, however, 
and now it is renewed under slightly differ- 
ent conditions. It is pointed out that in the 
event of such a deal spurs would be built, 
and the carrying capacity and facility of the 
system greatly improved. 


MILLIONAIRE MISER UNDER ARREST. 


Aged Man with Much Money Lives on 
Toast and Hot Water. 

New York, April 4.—{Special.}—Henry 
Jacques, 78 years old, a reputed millionaire, 
who has been staying in the Broadway Cen- 
tral Hotel for the last three months, tried 
to commit suicide by jumping from the 
Staten Island ferryboat Northfield when it 
was opposite Bedloes Island. He was ar- 
rested and taken to the insane ward of Belle- 
vue Hospital. 

Jacques told the hospital physicians he had 
been sick for sixty years. Before being 
taken from the boat he begged the patrolman 
who arrested him to let him jump overboard 
offering $100,000 in government bonds as an 
inducement. Jacques is supposed to have 
come from Boston to the Broadway Central. 
He engaged a room on the seventh floor for 
$l aday. He was extremely saving of his 
cash. His menu was: Breakfast, toast and 
hot water; dinner, toast and coffee: supper, 
toast and hot water. At the hospital Jacques 
said he was once President of the Metropoli- 
tan Bank, but had resigned because of sick- 
ness, and had spent several years after- 
ward traveling in Europe. When his cloth- 
ing was searched a receipt from the First 
National Bank showing $2,879 to his credit 
was found. He had also 3220 in cash and a 
long list of bank securities in his pockets.

New York, April 4.—President Mahon of 
the Amalgamated Association of Street 
Railway Employés is on his way here from 
Detroit to see about the threatened strike of 
street railway employés. Thomas Mc(Cyl- 
lum, national organizer of the association, 
said today a strike would only be entered 
upon as a last resort, and then the approval 
of the National Executive committee must 
be first obtained.. 

It is said that in addition to the reinstate- 
ment of the nine discharged men, the union 
will demand an increase in wages from $2.25 
to $2.50 a day. 

The company employs on its entire sys- 
tem about 5,000 men. Six hundred of them 
are gripmen, upon whose sobriety, cool judg- 
ment, and nerve the safety of 250,000 pas- 
sengers in the cable cars daily depend.

GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK. 


Basis ef Division of Business Between 
Electric Companies. 


New York, April 4.—{Special.]—The formal 
contract of division of business and royal- 
ties between the General Electric and West- 
inghouse Electric companies was signed on 
Wednesday of this week by Presidents Cof- 
fin and Westinghouse. The details of the 
agreement will not be made public other 
than the general statement that the com- 
bined_ profits of the companies will here- 
after be divided on the basis of 62% and 37% 
per cent, the General Electric getting the 
larger share. The General Electric com- 
pany reserves to itself some valuable spe- 
cialties on which the royalties are large. 
The Westinghouse contribution includes the 
alternating current dynamos and the Tesla 
patents on long distance transmission of 
power, which the company controls and 
which is all it controls of value. The Gen- 
eral Electric puts in the vital patents on 
railroad and mining machinery, but it re- 
serves its foreign business, the incandescent 
lighting business, the railway “ controller ” 
patents, and other valuable specialties on 
which the profits are enormous. The agree- 
ment is said to be only preparatory to con- 
solidation with the Westinghouse within 
the next ninety days.

TO PROTECT MILEAGE TICKETS. 


Passenger Agents Endeavor te Pre- 
vent Manipulation. 

A proposition is now being voted on by the 
members of the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion to place the issue of 2,000-mile tickets in 
the hands of the Chairman and conduct the 
business on the same plan as he is now con- 
ducting the half-fare permits issued to cler- 
gymen. These tickets are now being issued 
by each road individually and are being 
sold at $25 for 1,000 miles, with a rebate of 
$5 upon presentation of the cover to the rail- 
road company. The latter precaution is 
taken to prevent unauthorized parties from 
using the tickets. It is stated, however, 
that the tickets in most instances are being 
sold without a rebate at $20 for 1,000 miles, 
which permits of their manipulation. Asa 
result a great number of them fall in the 
hands of speculators, who deal almost ex- 
clusively in these tickets, as they make more 
money than by selling regular tickets. It

do my duty to ‘the army, exerting 
every effort to promote its best interests. This 
I did conscientiously up to the last minute of 
my service. I did not say I would always re- 
main with the parent army, for I did not 
know what I might conclude to be my duty.

ATHLETES KEEP IN TRAINING. 
Princeton and Boston Teams Work on 
Board Ship to Athens. 

London, April .4.—A letter has been re- 
ceived at the office here of the Associated 
Press from A. C. Tyler, the pole-vaulter of 
the athletic team of Princeton University, 
who was on his way to Athens with the 
other American athletes to take part in the 
Olympic games there. Mr. Tyler’s letter 
was delivered March 30 and mailed at Gi- 
braltar. He said in substance the North Ger- 
man Lloyd steamship Fulda, from New 
York on March 21, had arrived there at 6 
o'clock that morning, and the teams were in 
good condition. 

Continuing, Mr. Tyler describes the rou- 
tine of training followed by the Americans 
while on their way across the Atlantic. The 
second cabin deck, it appears, was cleared 
of all moveable objects and Princeton's 
team practiced daily in sweaters and rub- 
ber shoes. They walked, used the skipping 
rope, practiced starts, and used five-pound 
dumb-belJs for forty-five minutes or an hour. 

The Boston team, however, only practiced 
one day, but the Princeton team, in addi- 
tion to their two practices daily, exercised 
at vaulting, hurdling, and high jumping 
whenever it was possible to do so. For two 
days the Fulda had slightly rough weather, 
but the rest of the voyage was accomplished 
in.fine weather. ;

T. F. Curtis, the hurdle racer of the Boston 
team, while clearing a hurdle struck his 
head against an iron beam and cut his scalp 
so severely it required stitching.

The birds, while not a strong lot, were con- 
sidering the light wind fairly good, and it 
was only the high fiyers, that is those which 
shot up straight from the traps and flew 
high enough to get into the stronger winds 
that escaped, 

Budd Not in Form. 

Budd, despite his bad luck, did not shoot 
as well as his admirers thought he would, and 
of course were sorely disappointed at the 
showing he made. He had no excuses to 
offer after the match, but early in the game 
sald he was not using so much powder as 
he was accustomed. Gilbert’s work was ad- 
mited by everybody, and although the score 
shows him to have missed but two birds, 
a number of individual seorers claim he 
missed but one, which, counting the six 
fallng dead out of bound, would give him a 
total of 99 killed out of 100.

The movement started in Pittsburg to se- 
cure the election of the Rev. Dr. David R. 
Breed, formerly of this city, as moderator 
of the General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Chureh at Saratoga next month, will be 
warmly supported by the Presbyterians of 
Chicago and the Northwest generally. Dr. 
Breed was the organizer of the Church of 
the Covenant, North Halsted street and 
Belden avenue, whose pastorate he relin- 
quished about eighteen months ago, when 
he became pastor of the historic First Pres- 
byterian Church of Pittsburg. 

The Chicago Presbytery wlil meet on Mon- 
day to select Commissioners to the General 
Assembly. While it is not the custom of 
presbyteries to instruct the Commissioners, 
it is believed the general sentiment in favor 
of Dr. Breed will be given expression, and 
that he will get the enthusiastic support of 
the Chicago Commissioners. 

Dr. Breed is a noted church builder and 
organizer, He secured the erection of the 
House of Hope of St. Paul, which is one of 
the strongest Presbyterian organization in 
the Northwest. About eight years ago he 
was called to Chicago, where a man of na- 
tional reputation was wanted to organize 
a church for the McCormick Theological 
Seminary. The cha was built in a short 
time. Its congregation grew so rapidly that 
the building of a church was decided upon. 
Before he left Chicago Dr. Breed had the 
satisfaction of seeing the handsome edifice 
at North Halsted street and Belden avenue 
completed and free from debt. His health 
was poor and he went to Pittsburg, where 
he would have less arduous duties and more 
time for study.

Kentucky, and Wondering if 
Women Could Do Worse. 

An all-day gathering of kindred political 

spirits was a at the Woman's club 3 

under the auspices of the Politica 
Equality League, and hundreds of enthusias- 
tic women thronged this popular rendezvous, 
applauded the speechmakers, and indulged in 
a general good time. The President of the 
league, the Rev. Celia Parker Woolley, pre- 
sided, and every possible phase of woman's 
enfranchisement and its kindred modern 
woman movements was thoroughly and 
cleverly ventilated. 

One of the most popular speeches was by 
Mrs. Catharine Waugh McCulloch, whose 
subject was Women in Legislation.” The 
speaker first uttered a tirade against mascu- 
line legislators, calling attention to recent 

scenes in the Kentucky Legis- 
lature, the high-hat gyrations of Ohio solons, 
and some of the proceedings of the Illinois 
Legislature, such as the consideration of the 
bachelor’s bill, ending with the expressed 


‘doubt that legislation was really man’s 


sphere and the wonder if women would do 
worse, 

“If the Ohio women have one bit of 
spunk,” declared Mrs. McCulloch, “‘ they will 
go to the theater, wear big hats, and fight 
the law to the Supreme Court. Personally, 
I do not believe in the big hat, but the trouble 
is men arrogate to themselves what women 
shall do. The next thing they will be legis- 
lating about gloves and shoes.“ 

Mrs. McCulloch then addressed herself 
vigorously to Illinois women who are indulg- 
ing in university trustee politics on a par- 
tisan basis. Everybody knew she meant 
the Illinois Women’s Republican commit- 
tee when she said: 

“There is a certain committee, which I 
need not mention, that has been dictated by 
men to the extent of being directed in the 
last campaign to leave out the word ‘ educa- 
tional’ from the title of the organization, 
and to say nothing in their speeches about 
equal suffrage. These women would not 
dare hold their Springfield convention, valu- 
able though it may be, without the consent 
of the men leaders. And, what is more, 
here in Cook County we have the spectacie 


‘of two factions of women political workers, 


each seeking to be recognized by the men 
as the regular Cook County Auxiliary. This 
docile obedience and subservience prove 
that Illinois women are not yet in a posi- 
tion to demand or dictate and will never be 
without the ballot." 

The President of the General Federation of 
Women's clubs talked interestingly on 
Women in Finance,” presenting statistics. 
to show the vast amount of property con- 
trolled by women of this country. Among 
other things it was said women control one- 
fourth of the bonds of the railroads, $136,- 
681,000 in bank stocks, and 25 per cent of 
loan association shares. The dire effect on 
the country of such extensive taxation with- 
out representation resulted in the earnest 
+ that women take up the financial ques- 
tion. 

“ Afro-American Women was discussed 
in a paper prepared by Mrs. Ida Wells-Bar- 
nett, who reminded her sisters of the slight 
given Frederick Douglass at the time of the 
national suffrage convention in Atlanta in 
1895, declaring there was a decided color 
line in this branch of woman’s work. It re- 
mains to be seen, it was declared, whether 
the political rights of the colored women 
will be recognized. This paper was followed 
by effective remarks by Mrs. Fanny Ber- 
rier Willlams, the colored member of the 
Woman’s club. 

There were many other talks equally in- 
teresting. Mrs. Charlotte Perkins Stetson 
spoke of the suffrage convention at Washine- 
ton, declaring among other things that the 
women all make a record by talking only 
four minutes at a time, 

The Rev. Ida C. Hultin spoke of the re- 
formative work accomplished by women in 
the equal suffrage States. Mrs. John C. 
Coonley briefly expressed her sentiments 
in favor of woman’s enfranchisement. Mrs. 
Emma C. Fvald spoke of Women in Swe- 
den,“ drawing amusing comparisons be- 
tween woman's great political lfhertyv in her 
native country and her géneral lack of vo- 
litical power in this land. Mrs. Lucy Fake, 
accompanied by Miss Marv Reed in Chinese 
costume and Mies Martha Mercer asa Jana- 
nese maiden, told of the women tn the Ori- 
ent, who are, politically, nonentities. Wom- 
en of Bohemia” was discussed by Mme. 
Josefa Humral Zeman and Women in 
Samoa” by Miss Adelaide Ide. 

There were two men on the program. 
Rufus Rilanchard. whose subhiect was The 
Monroe Doctrine,” began with Xerxes’ army 
and gave an analvtical résumé of historical 
events leadine up to the Monroe doctrine.

Some of the grocers were asking 15 cents 
for pint boxes of Louisiana strawberries, of 
ordinary variety at that. The consumer can 
see what a profit the grocers are exacting 
when it is known that the wholesale price 
was not over 10 cents at the outside for 
choice berries. Common quality sold in 
South Water street at $2 a twenty-four pint 
ease. Extra fancy Florida berries sold at 25 
cents a quart wholesale. The receipts fell 
off slightly yesterday, but advices say there 
are plenty more to come. 

Lettuce is abundant. Commission men 
could not get rid of the supply. It can be 
bought by the bushel, and very choice, at 
$2.50. The grocer can sell enough lettuce to

| Endive is the fancy thing in the lettuce fam- 


lly. It makes the best appearance on the 
table, and costs $3.50 and $4 a barrel for fine, 
well bleached leaves. 

The choicest thing in potatoes is the 
Bermuda. It is as much better than 
a common potato as a Bermuda onion 
is superior to an ordinary plebeian onion. 
The wholesale price for nice pink ones is $7 
to $7.50 a barrel, and the grocer asks $4 a 
bushel. Usually Cuba sends in splendid po- 
tatoes, but the insurrection over there has 


made them scarce.

The Supervisor 
and Town Clerk are comparatively of lit- 
tle consequence. 

In all the towns the Republicans have 
made good nominations. They have put 
‘up as Assessors such men as Ald. Hepburn 
on the South Side, Mr. Ball on the North 
Side, Mr. Giffert on the West Side, Mr. 
Wilson in Lake View, Mr. Cohrs in Lake, 
and Mr. Randall in Hyde Park. They are 
men whomthe yoters can mark their ballots 
for without fear. The persons who have 
been nominated for the other offices are 
also unexceptionable. 

The voters should give the Republican 
nominees. the preference over the Demo- 
cratic ones, not merely because they have 
superior qualifications, but because none 
of the-Republican candidates for Assessor 
is intimating, as Mr. Ackerman, the North 
Side Democratic nominee has done, that 
he thinks the assessment ought to be six 
times what it is, with no countervailing re- 
duction of the rates of taxation. .

NO HELP IN THE COURTS. 

Judge Tuley attended an anti-Powers 
meeting in the Nineteenth Ward night be- 
fore last and made a forcible speech, a great 
deal of which. was applicable to many 
other wards. 

After dwelling on the continental noto- 
riety which the Chicago Common Council 
had attained to, being known everywhere 
as “the great boodle Council,” he com- 
mented on the infamous record of Powers 
as a leader of the Aldermanic gang, and 
how, on a salary of $3 a week, he had been 
able to buy a $40,000 residence. 

Then the Judge told his hearers that— 

They could hope for nothing in the law. Pi- 
dence would be necessary in legal procedure, civil 
or criminal. The grand jury could not be de- 
pended on, nor would one of the guilty com- 
munity of pelf squeal on his partners. Their 
uf hope lay in sending honest men to the Cofn- 

The experienced Judge said only what 
Tun Trisuns had said a hundred times 
before him. There are no squealers to 
uncover legislative or Aldermanic boodling. 
Neither the bribe-giver nor the bribe-taker 
can afford to confess the crime in which 
he was a participant. Repeated, useless 
“investigations” and occasional . indict- 
ments, followed by acquittals, have shown 
the vanity of the hope that courts can pun- 
ish boodling. A boodler, once elected, is 
beyond the reach of punishment, unless he 
is utterly without discretion, and does 
business so openly as to bear testimony 
against himself. Therefore, instead of 
sending to the Council one who is a boodler, 
or is likely to become one as soon as he 
has an opportunity, and then endeavor- 
ing vainly to punish them for any rascality 
they may commit, it is better to send hon- 
est men there. “ Prevention is better than 
cure.” 

The voters ought to understand clearly 
that Aldermanic corruption must be dealt 
with at the ballot box. That is the only 
place.

800 acres of land on the North Side by the 
Yérkes syndicate for a consideration not 
komm to the wullic. Residence property 
is in demand and has fo 
sihce the first of the year, if well located. 

During the months of January, February, 
and March there were transfers of real 
estate in Cook County amounting to $29,- 
211,413, as compared with $31,010,097 for the 
corresponding period gf 1895 and $28,512,616 
in 1894. A comparison of the figures for the 
three years shows an increase of transfers 
to the value of $2,497,481 between the corre- 
sponding periods of 1894 and 1895 and a de- 
crease of $1,789,684 between the totals for 
the first quarter of 1895 and ef the present 
year. If the present ratio is maintained the 
total transactions for the yéar will approx- 
imate $115,000,000. If the hopes of the real 
estate dealers for a better market in the fall, 
and perhaps sooner, are realized the total 
transactions for 1896 will considerably ex- 
ceed these figures, 


Building Operations for the Quarter. 
There were 1,784 building permits issued 
during the last three months, valued at 
$5,748,010 and with a frontage of 41,935 feet. 
This is an increase of 122 buildings and a de- 
crease in value of $683,050, as compared with 
the same period last year. The large down- 
town buildings, planned or commeneed in 
the last three months, are the A. 8. Trud 
Building, the skyscraper for the Stewart 
Clark property, and the addition to the Ash- 
land Block. Aside from these the building 
operations were confined largely to small 
structures for warehouses and light manu- 
facturing purposes. 

There was twice as much building done in 
March as in either January or February. 
The building permits issued during the 
month amounted to $2,682,890 in value. The 
number of permits issued was 835 and the 
frontage 19,624 feet. The decrease as com- 
pared with March, 1895, was 133 buildings, 
3,522 feet frontage, and $628,985 in value. 
The real estate transfers for last week 
amounted to $2,655,982, showing an encour- 
aging increase over the figures of the pre- 
vious week of $1,849,171, and of the corre- 
sponding week of 1895, when the aggregate 
was $2,123,159. In the William Deering tract 
at Lake View, formerly a part of the Hale 
estate property, upwards of $100,000 worth of 
lots were sold last week. The tract is un- 
dergoing extensive improvements, and, as 
predicted in Tue TRIBUNE, will be bought up 
by purchasers for resident purposes in à com-

ADDITION TO THE ASHLAND BLOCK. 


Planned toe Be Twelve Stories in 
Height and Strictly Fireproof. 

A building permit has been issued to R. A. 
Waller and Luctus Broadhead for a twelve- 
story addition, to the Ashland Block. The 
hew structure was planned by John Arthur 
Rogers, and work will be commenced on it 
by the ist ef May. The addition will cor- 
respond, both as to exterior and interior, 
with the present Ashland Building and will 
be joined to it by corridors on each floor. 
It will be 41x80 feet, fronting Clark street 
to the north of the present structure. 

A feature of the addition will be a large 
entrance to the Olympic Theater, twenty- 
five feet high, and fitted with mirrors, mar- 
ble, and mosaic.

The addition 
will be ready for occupancy early in the fall.

It is impossible to get more than six 
waves of sound a second through the 
water at that distance. When any 
more than that is put through it 
runs together at the other end and is un- 
intelligible. A -telephone cable from New 
York to Coney Island is impracticable. I 
have had experience with it, and have 
learned through my own failures.

The Commodore in 
his flagship sank the Mound City and the 
rebel boat Sumter sank the Pittsburg. 

His Exciting Adventures. 

The Union fleet came down and joined bat- 
tle with the rebel fleet again on June 5 near 
Memphis. Here a peculiar accident hap- 
pened to the rebels. The steamers Jeff 
Thompson and Sumter were attacking a 
Union boat, the. two boats coming down 
swiftly toward either side of the Northern 
boat. By a clever turn the Union boat pulled 
out of the way and the two Confederate ships 
came together with a frightful collision. 
The Thompson sank at once and the Sumter 
was badly disabled. The Lancaster, another 
disabled Union boat, ran up a flag of truce 
and gave signals of distress, as it seemed the 
boat might sink. Commodore Montgomery, 
who was on the Little. Rebel, which he was 
using as a flagship, hastened to the Lancas- 
ter and began transferring the men. Sud- 
denly and without warning Capt. Ellert of 
the Lancaster began firing at Montgomery. 

The first shot pierced the uppér part of the 
Commodore's cap in front and glancing on 
his ‘forehead tore open the scalp for several 
inches. The Commodore fired the shot which 
fatally wounded Ellert just as a second bullet 
from Ellert’s revolver shattered the small 
wrist bone of the hand in which Montgomery 
held his revolver. The fight was ended by 
the Thomas Benten, the Northern flagship, 
firing a cannon ball clear through the Little 
Rebel, sinking the boat on a bar. Despite 
his disabled wrist Montgomery managed to 
swim to the Arkansas side of the river. As 
he climbed up the bank bullets peppered all 
around him, but failed to bring him down. 
Five buckshot entered his leg, but he made 
good his escape. 

It was not long after this that Montgom- 
ery built the great Nashville man-o’-war 
which sank seven of Farragut’s fleet one 
morning in Mobile Bay. The Nashville after 
the war was the training ship until within 
the last few years at Annapolis. While con- 
structing the Nashville at Montgomery, Ala., 
the Commodore went to Vicksburg to get 
some machinery. Just then the Indianola 
ran down the river below Vicksburg one 
night and endeavored to cut off the supplies 
that were being sent to Vicksburg.

N November, 1857, Charles Farrar Browne, 
otherwise known as Artemus Ward, went 
from Toledo to Cleveland to become city

Gray, was a passionate friend and supporter 
of Stephen A. Douglas. A rival journal, the 
National Democrat, had been established 
in Cleveland for the defense of the Buchan- 
an administration in its Kansas policy, the 
city editor of which was A. Minor Griswold, 
who was called The Fat „Contributor,“ 
afterward for a long period one of the editors 
of Texas Siftings, and in his lifetime exten- 
sively well known.

„Washington gossip from our own . 
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New York Sun: Australia has been the 
0 
nary combination and su of climatic 
conditions that perhaps ever have been 


recorded. Brief telegraphic reports have 


reached here of the heat, the storms, and 
the floods that have swept the continent and 
have strewn the coasts with wrecks, and 
last week the Sun told something of the ter- 
rible effects of the heat, as described in me?! 


advices received up to that time. News 


brought by later steamers shows that the 
intensity of the heat wave was much greater 
in the interior than on the coast, and that the 
suffering was correspondingly greater; and 
further, that the heat continued 
time after the steamers that brought the 
news printed last week had left Australia, and 
that after the heat came electric storms, 
wind-storms, and floods that wrought al- 
most as much havoc as did the heat. . 
The previous news was that Sydney’s hot- 
test day, the hottest in the history of the 
town up to that time, was on Jan. 13, when 
the temperature was 108.05° in the shade. 
Several days later the temperature touched 
118° in the shade. The death rate assumed 
alarming proportions. There were eighty 
deaths from the heat in Sydney in one day, 


and 250 deaths in Sydney and its suburbs 


during that one week, at least 150 being at- 
tributed directly to the heat. The death rate 


during the whole period of heat was much 


greater than during the influenza epidemic 
of four years ago. any of the victims were 
‘infants and aged persons, although persons 
in the prime of life also died from sunstroke 
and heat apoplexy in alarming numbers. 
The heat appears to have been. greatest in 
Western Australia. During the second and 
third week of January the temperature of 
125° in the shade was registered in many 
parts of the colony, and in the alkali deserts 
it reached 130°. The whole face of the coun- 
try shriveled. Crops of all kinds were ruined 
and herds died from ‘heat and want of water. 


Storms Follow the Heat. 


Directly after the heat came a series of 
electrical storms and wind-storms that 
swept the continent as widely as did the 
heat wave. These storms did most damage 
in Western-Australia, and were of cyclonic 
violence in many places. 
rurundi was almost wiped out. The cyclone 
struek the ton during the night. The 
whole count was lit up for half an hour 
with. balls of fire, vivid lightning flashes, 
and a constant stream of electric illumina- 
tion that scintillated and moved in waves 
like the aurora, but of terrifying intensity. 
Almost every building in the town was lev- 
eled. From many parts of Western Aus- 
tralia. a similar story has come, the details 
being received but slowly, however, be- 
cause the telegraph lines were entirely de- 
stroyed. All over the colony — were 
blown down, and many persons and ani- 
mals were killed by lightning. 

On the Queensland coast the storms were 
of almost equal violence and the loss of 
shipping was appalling. The steamer Glan- 
worth, with eighty-five passengers and a 
crew of twenty men abdard, went on the 
rocks at Gladstone at midnight on Jan. 26. 
The vessel became a total wreck, but every- 
body aboard it was saved. The steamer 
8 ‘went ashore off Bungarie-Norah 
on the same nigut, and so did the steamer 
Aldinga Bellawbt off South Bulli. In both 
cases all ha were saved. No fewer than 
eleven steamers went ashoré on the Queens- 
] eoast wa ng — ages" and the num 
‘ © vessels and other craft 
wrecked had not been computed. The steam- 


ers were unable to make any headway in the 


teeth of the hurricane. They were sf 
blown ashore. The list of wise —— 
ualtſes was not even approximately com- 
plete When the steamer that brought this 
news fett Australia. Telegraph wires were 
down \averywhere. It was known that the 
storm A prevailed over wide areas 
of: and that great loss of life 
and vroperty had resulted. 

In Townsville, a port in Queensland, scarce- 
ly a house was left standing. A cable dis- 
patch prigted in the Sun last week told that 
seventeen eis went down in the harbor 
ef Townsville during the gale. amone them 
heing four passenger steamers, the loss in 
these seventeen cases aggregating $2,500,000. 


Disaster in the Gold Fields. 


Perhaps the greatest measure of disaster 
and suffering was meted out in Coolgardie 
gold fields... The wilderness of Western 
Australia, in which these gold fields are sit- 
uated, is as wild and inhospitable a région 
as the world can show. It is composed of 
vast wastes of alkaline sand of almost un- 
broken flatness. The sand is blown about 
by the hot winds and here and there shift- 
ing hillocks are formed, while in a few places 
there are guiches, never more than a few 
yards in width and a few feet in depth. 
For all the difference these slight elevations 
and depressions, these hillocks and gulches, 
make in the monotony of the alkali wastes, 
wilderness might as well be as even asa 

oor. 

There is gold in abundance in these wastes. 
but there is a total lack of water. Rain 
never has been known to fall in this desert 
region, and dew is equally unknown. Every 
drop of water and every morsel of food has 
to be carried by caravan across many miles 
of desert to the gold camps. It is scarcely 
two years since the gold in this wilderness 
first attracted prospectors. Half a dozen 
camps sprung up, and from all the calonies 
streams of men flowed into the desert. For- 
tunes in gold were taken from the sands 
almost in a day, and for a time the gold 
fields flourished. 

But the utter lack of water in the desert, 
and the enormous expense of carrying it, 
soon threatened to close up the camps. The 
government and the gold companies made 
innumerable borings for water, but always 
without success. All kinds of rain-making 
experiments were tried, but they were futile. 
At the beginning of this year the Premier 
of Western Australia and his Cabinet de- 
cided to ask Parliament for an appropriation 
of $2,000,000 as an initial expenditure for an 
attempt to find water somewhere near the 
fields and pipe it to the camps. It was de- 
cided to go ahead and spend £275,000 without 
waiting for the sanction of-Parliament, and 
work was begun in January. 

During the hot wave in this burning desert 
the thermometer marked 130° in the shade 
for many days in succession. After the first 
few days there was no shade, for every place 
became struck through and through with 
the heat. Many persons in the camps were 
poor prospectors; and when the water sup- 
plies got low they were the first to suffer. 
The heat made it impossible for caravans 
to cross the plains to carry water and pro- 
visions to the camps. Indeed, the people in 
the usually moist and fertile districts from 
which the caravans started with supplies 
were themselves prostrated or demoralized. 
Water and provisions became scarce at the 
camps, where the advance supplies seldom 
were more than enough for a few days. 


Scorched to Death. 


Many men died from the heat, and many 
more from the heat and lack of water com- 
bined. Madness, induced by sunstroke or 
thirst, or both, appeared in the camps. 
The men became frantic, ard, despite the 
apparent hopelessness of the task, started 
out to cross the burning desert in an effort 
to reach the green land that lay beyond the 
arid waste. All the stampeding hundreds 
were afoot, and very few had water and pro- 
visions. Béyond doubt all were more than 
half crazed. The point they started for was 
the railway town of Perth—named after tho 
capital—a little town on the border of the 
great arid plain. Scarcely half the number 
that started reached Perth. The newspapers 


say that hundreds dropped out on the way 


and died, and that the caravan track from 
Perth to Coolgardie is strewn with the dried 
bodies or bleaching bones of miners. 

When the mall that brought this news 
left Australia the Town of Perth was more 
than half filled with survivors of the exodus. 
Many of those who reached Perth were in- 
sane, perhaps hopelessly 80, and the ma- 
jority were prostrated. All were destitute. 
The whole country was still suffering from 
the effects of the heat, and public or private 
relief 4 to get. Relief funds were ad- 
vertised In all the Australian colonies, and 
it was” ved the worst.of the horrors of 
the Coolgardie gold fields were over. Even 
then, however, the worst Was not known, 
as the telegraph lines had not been restored 
sufficiently ta handle all the business of- 
fered, and telegrams from Western Australia 
were or four days late. 

It is believed ir Australia that some means 
of supplying water to the Coolgardie fields 
wil! yet be found, and that if this is done the

This method of keeping fire in decayed 
wood is still practiced commonly by the 
Little Niggers, especially in the interior of 
the larger islands, where they do not come 
into contact with white visitors.

To pro- 
duce fire with such ease off-hand struck 
them as actually a supernatural accom- 
plishment. Anthropologists say that prim- 
itive man did not invent fire; he found it. 
Having found it, it did not take him long 
to discover uses for it. Not until long ages 
had passed did he learn to make 7 it 
was an advanced art, the practice of which 
required a high degree of skill. If you do 
not believe it, just try to get a spark by 
means of the wooden sticks employed by 
savages for the purpose. 

Formerly the dwarfs of the Andamans 
were accustomed to murder ruthlessly all 
Strangers who approached their shores. 
Melancholy, indeed, was the fate of ship- 


wrecked sailors who chanced to seek refuge 


on the islands of the archipelago. They. 
were sure to be shot to death with arrows. 
Indeed, distressed mariners cast away in 
that part of the Bay of Rengal would be 
most likely to be massacred even at the 
present day. It is believed that the in- 
veterate hostility of the Little Niggers arose 
originally from the cruel practices of Ma- 
lays, Burmese, and Chinese, who visited 
the Andamans to get edible birds’ nests 
and sea cucumbers. They used to kidnap 
the natives and sell them as slaves in neigh- 
boring countries. When the British estab- 
lished. a settlement there the savages fre- 
quently attacked them and took every op- 
portunity of stealing the iron tools and other 
implements which excited their ecupidity. 
Within recent years they have become gom- 
paratively tractable, however. 

There are several shades of color among 


these little people, ranging from bronze to 


sooty and black. Their hair is extremely 
frizzly, so as to look as if it grew in spiral 
tufts. It is fine in texture and seldom more 
than two or three inches long. Most of the 
women shave their heads once a week, leav- 
ing only two narrow strips of hair from the 
crown to the nape of the neck. Many of the 
men follow the same practice, though the 
style is different, a circular patch of hair six 
inches in diameter being left, like a skull 
cap, on the crown of the head. Men some- 
times shave each bther's heads, but only 
when the services of a woman are not avail- 
able, for it is one of the duties of the fair sex 
in these tribes to act as barbers. e eye- 


brows are generally removed also. The razor

is a flake of quartz or glass.

wash of clay and water. Efforts to reclaim 
the Andamanese from their savage state 
have not produced results of unmixed good. 
Homes. having beer estadlished for their 
benefit by missio influence, those ac- 
commodated at these institutions are fat and 
lazy, spending days together in singing, 
dancing, and feasting.

numbers of them. Their ill-success in rear- 
ing their offspring its due in great measure to 
the custom by which each infant is suckled 
by the women indiscriminately. In this 
manner diseases are spread. It is a fact that 
no idiots or lunatics are ever found among 
the Andamanese.

Like 
most savages they have readily acquired a 
tastd for whisky and both men and women 
have become inveterate smokers of tobacco.

Artists make no advance in the estimation 
of the public unless they advance in their 
art, a fact which they readily recognize, and, 
be it recorded to their credit, endeavor to sus- 
tain.

Miss Anderson, who is a Roman Catholic, 
writes with much interest of her visit to 
Cardinal Newman: “ At Birmingham I had 
the privilege of meeting Cardinal Newman. 
His noble head, as seen it his various por- 
traits, led one to suppose his Eminence 4 
man of large build. 1 was surprised to find 
him very small and fragile. No picture of 
him gives the spiritual beauty of his face. 
His thick hair was so white that it looked as 
if some snowy powder had been thrown over 
it. His eyes were light in color, small, and 
full of expression. When he smiled they had 
the youthful look of a boy of 10. His manner 
was pleasant, though not so winning or court- 
ly as that of Cardinal Manning, who might 
have been a Prince in the most brilliant of 
courts. Cardinal Newman had more of the 
reserve of the student about him, During our 
first interview he startled me by saying: 80 
you go as far as a young lady can go—as far 
West, I mean,’ he explained in answer to my 
look of surprise. ‘I believe you were born 
in California.’ The youthful twinkle in his 
eyes was so irresistible that I laughed heart- 
ily. I can still see his slight, almost shrivel- 
ed figure, clad in a black-and-red cassock, 
and the beautiful head and snowy hair with 
the scarlet skull cap. There was such a 
marked character about him that even a 
passing glance in a crowd would have 
stamped his personality upon one’s mem- 
ory.”’ 

Miss Anderson tells of her first appearance 
ns Juliet at the Lyceum Theater, London. 
The play she, of course, knew well, but the 
scenery, whith was very elaborate, was en- 
tirely new to her. She had been very much 

re- 
hearsals, and when the great night came she 
was quite unnerved. Here is her account of 
it: The first act went quickly and smooth- 
ly, and was received with enthusiasm. But 
the strain had been too great. After Mrs. 
Stirling and I had bowed our thanks before 
the curtain I burst into tears and felt I could 
not continue the play. But the second scene 
Was soon ready, and, still shaking with 
sobs, I was led to the balcony.. The cue was 
given, and I found myself again before the 
public. Choking down my tears, I as- 
sumed a lovelorn look, feeling all the while 
that the audience would think Juliet afflicted 
with St. Vitus’ dance, for I could not control 
the convulsive movements that shook my 
frame. How was Ito speak? If only Romeo 
would be slow, and give metime! The cue 
came all too soon. With a supreme effort 1 
managed to get through my lines with a 
steady voice. The balcony scene was the 
success of the play.” Thus does victory 
come when we think defeat is at the door. 


Morals of the Stage. 


Of the morals of the stage Miss Anderson 
says: There is a belief among certain 
classes that the stage and imniorality are 
synonymous, This is so palpably blind prej- 
udice that it needs no refutation. My obser- 
vation has taught me that the greatest dan- 
gers of the theater are a strong tendency 
to vanity, a certain carelessness about the 
great realities of life (which are principally 
noticed. and used for gaining dramatic ef- 
fects), and the feverish lack of repose that 
made the old age of Mrs. Siddons so pitia- 
ble. It is not good for an instrument to be 
strung too high, and it seems to me thatthe 
actor (an instrument of many strings) is 
constantly tuned up to concert pitch.“ 

Miss Anders6n left the stage because she 
was tired of the life. Her health was shat- 
tered—that is, her nerves were giving out, 
and she needed real rest, not a season’s va- 
eation. 

“ After so much kindness from the public 
It seems ungrateful to confess that the prac- 
tice of my art (not the study of it) had 
grown distasteful to me. To be conscious 
that one’s person was a target for any who 
paid to make it one; to live for months ata 
time in one groove, with uncongenial sur- 
roundinges. and in an atwosphere seldom 
penetrated by the sun and air: and to he 
continually reheating the same nassions and 
thoughts in the same words—that was the 
most part of my daily life, ard became sw 
Icke slaverv to me that I resolved oftar 
one more season’s work to cut myself free 
from the stage fetters forever.” 


Last Appearance and Her Marriage. 

Miss Anderson’s last appearante on the 
stace was in Washington, D. C. She was 
really too ill to play, but in spite of the 
protestations of managers and physicians 
she insisted. As this was one of the most 
interesting events in her life I will let her tell 
the story in her own words: 

“The theater was crowded. Perdita 
danced apparently as gayly as ever, but after 
the exertion fell fainting from exhaustion 
and was carried off the stage. I was taken 
into the dressing-room, which in a few mo- 
ments was filled with people from the boxes. 
Recovering consciousness quickly I hegged 
them to clear the room. Realizing then that 
I would probably not be able to act any more 
that season, though there were many weeks 
yet unfinished, I resolved at any cost to 
complete that night’s work. Hurriedly put- 
ting on some color I passed the groups of 
people discussing the incident, and before 
the doctor or my brother were aware of my 
purpose ordered the curtain to be rung up 
and walked quickly upon the stage. As 1 
did so I heard a loud hum, which I was after. 
ward told was a great burst of applause 
from the audience. The pastoral scene came 
to an end. There was only one more act to 
go through. Donning the statue-like drap- 
eries of Hermione I mounted the pedestal. 
My physician, formerly an officer in the 
army, said that he had never, even in the 
midst of a battle, felt so nervous as when he 
saw the figure of Hermione swaying on her 
pedestal up that long flight of stairs. Every 
moment there was an hour of torture to 
me, for 1 felt myself growing fainter and 
fainter. All my remaining strength was put 
into that last effort. I descended from the 
pedestal and was able to speak all but the 
vemos 8 hye remained unuttered and the 
curtain rang down on my last 
on the stage. .

and the week has been filled with prettiness, 
from unusual art exhibits, a wedding all 
glinting with diamonds, and two Boston 
Symphony concerts. A famous Romney“ 
has emerged from its seclusion of several 
generations and been in open exhibition, 
and not only was the name of the painter 
himself a keynote of dominant interest, but 
the subject of the portrait was none other 
and none less than the noted beauty, Lady 
Hamilton, whose comeliness was a snare 
to herself and to Lord Nelson as well, The 
old picture was originally brought over by 
one of the Pinckneys, who, with the opportu- 
nities of the foreign ministry, was able to 
secure one of the many portraits painted of 
this woman, whose extraordinary beauty 
and cleverness made her a subject of history, 
national as well as social. 

As a lovely woman she is worth going far 
to see, but as a painting somewhat dimmed 
from its pristine brilliancy it was not equal 
in fascination to some others that have also 
been opened to the public this week at Mrs. 


Hearst’s private gallery, devoted on this 
oecasion to the aid of the Decorative Art 
Society. Her-gallery has not so large a col- 
lection as some others in this region, but the 
selection has been careful and is exceeding- 
ly choice. There is said to be only the one 
example of Romney's famous art in this 
country, but Mrs. Hearst has Reynolds and 
Vandyck beautjes that, so far as technique 
goes, make one quite willing to leave the 
Romney, save that the extraordinary beau- 
ty and unhappy distinction of Lady Hamil- 
ton, his subject, give him great advantage. 

Mrs. Hearst has two Vandycks. Fancy 
the richness of a little gallery in a gentle 
widow's house with such a beginning, and 
she has superb specimens of modern paint- 
ers—Rousseau, Diaz, Detäille, Corot, the 
finest Troyon that I have seen, Schreyer, 
Vibert, Rico, two dreams of Venice as ren- 
dered by Ziem, of extreme beauty, and a host 
besides, with an old Botticelli, and too 
many to include in passing mention. 
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The city is struggling to get—what do you 
think this beautiful capital is wrestling 
for?—one would not think it would require 
a conflict, for it is that sine qua non of 
civic lite, a free public library. Yet here, 
where the magnificent Congressional Libra- 
ry will shortly challenge the admiration of 
the world, the city itself has been left until 
now without a free library for the people. 
The ** Congressional is really, as its name 
implies, for members,“ and although we 
have been allowed to refer to books there, 
yet hereafter, it is said, none are to be al- 
lowed to be taken home: and heretofore if 
a book were carried out of the room a deposit 
was required, as was much impressed upon 
me by my first attempt to be enlightened 
fron? the tomes on deposit here. Having 
come from the freedom of the wonderful 
library of Boston, I was not on guard for 
restrictions, and one day there was some- 
thing that I wanted from Oriental literature, 
and our own library, with its volumes of 
four generations, did not furnish it. I left 
my reading, dressed, and went out for the 
car to take me to the Capitol, more than a 
mile away. I found the old book, and, be- 
ing a stranger, as I was about to furnish 
references the attendant gently remarked 
that a deposit of $7 was required on that 
book. I had been so absorbed in the thought 
of the volume I was after-that I had not 
supplied myself with money, only cards and 
car tickets. 80 I had to return another 
mile to my remote exchequer. But you can 
see that the “ great public“ would hardly 
be enriched intellectually if they had to 
leave $7 fer an idea. Not every student of 
the world's wisdom has even that at com- 
mand. And so the philanthropical men and 
educators have been working assiduously 
to secure an appropriation from Congress. 
for, you know, disfranchised as our capital 
is—by relic of bygone and unparalleled weak- 
ness of statecraft—the city is very helpless: 
but at length, failing to secure the needed 
aid, some of the individual citizens have 
started one, small in its beginnings, but 
with time before it, and perhaps after awhile 
the laggard gift of Congress, it will. we 
hope, be worthy of its name, “ Washington 
City Free Library.” It is pleasantly tocated 
on H street, opposite the Cosmos club, and 
its bow-windows Overlook Lafayette Square

Last year 
S.-M. Inglis, the State Superintendent of

Public Instruction, issued a circular calling 


¢

| attention to the day and treating of the 


proper manner of its observance. This year 
he issues another, this time somewhat more 
pretentious and in pamphlet form. Tue 
pamphlet contains a program of exercises, 
consisting of quotations from various au- 
thors, observances in planting trees, songs, 
addresses by teachers and others, recitations 
by the children, and the reading of the Gov- 
ernor’s proclamation and an address by the 
State Superintendent, the last two of which 
are printed in full. 

In the city schools the celebration of Arbor 
day receives but slight attention. Now and 
then some notice of it is taken and a show 
of observance is made by speeches by out- 
siders, or pieces spoken by the children. 
It is, however, doubtful whether any of the 
pupils or even the teachers are aware of the 
date long enough beforehand to make any 
preparations. The date is not a fixed one, 
but is one annually appointed by the Gov- 
ernor. Still this uncertainty can have little 
to do with the non-observance. The truth 
of the matter is that there is no chance for 
such a celebration as the day demands with- 
in the city limits. As the name betrays, it 
is a day which should be connected with 
trees and green things. Any other celebra- 
tion is out of place and inadequate; and in 
the hard, graveled playgrounds of the 
schools there is no chance to Plant trees 
at all. 

Among the schools outside the city, how- 
ever, a growing interest has been manifested 
during the last few years. Never has the 
celebration of Arbor day ” been very gen- 
eral, but in some parts of the State it has 
received considerable attention. The cir- 
cular issued last year by the State Super- 
intendent gave a decided impetus to the 
movement. In the country schools it is 
possible to observe the day as it should be 
observed, and after the circular had been dis- 
tributed there was a considerable increase 
in the number of schools which marked the 
day by some fitting ceremonies. A good 
deal of interest was taken in the celebration, 
and a large number of trees and shrubs were 
Planted by the different bands of children. 

Whether the city schools will ever take 
any more interest in the day than at present 
is doubtful. According to Dr. Nightingale 
of the Board of Education, there are now 
some few schools which try to celebrate by 
Speeches and indoor exercises, but the at- 
tempt is more or less of a failure. It is not, 
as it should be, a day unlike all others.

the church and town were divided into 
Brownites and ahti-Brownites. 

Affairs came to a climax last week by a 
council being summoned to try Mr. Brown 
for heresy. This council was composed of 
ministers belonging to the New Haven Con- 
sociation, professors from the Yale Divinity 
School, and others. 

The Yale professors practically said that 
Mr. Brown might have been guilty of some 
rash statements, but his beliefs in general 
were all right. He had been a good boy at 
Yale and they hoped the Madison people 
weuld be kind to him in future and not cause 
him any more trouble. Since the Yale pro- 
fessors acknowledged the Brown creed to 
be that taught today in the Yale Divinity 
School he was not condemned for heresy. 

There are in Madison several direct de- 
scendants of the founder and first President 
of Yale, and they feel that if the Divinity 
School can uphold such men and such be- 
liefs Yale has sunk far beneath the dignity 
and purpose for which it was founded. 

This affair is likely to mark a new era in 
the history of Congregationalism in Néw 
England. The time will shortly come when 
the Congregational Church will not submit, 
as formerly, to the decisions of its council, 
and if Yale continues to send to Congrega- 
tional churches young ministers who do not 
hold the doctrines taught by that church it 
is not improbable the Congregational church- 
es of Connecticut will soon go elsewhere to 
supply their pulpits.

KENTUCKIAN now visiting in this city 
was prompted by the late dog show to 
narrate the following facts concerning 

a dog which has long provided the citizens 
of Hopkinsville and vicinity with a free show 
of enterprise and business success. 

This dog, Rondo by name, is, in point of 
lineage, a common cur, but he has worked his 
way to prominence and power. In an auto- 
cratic way he demands from his native town 
both support and homage—that is, he must 
have choice borfes and shelter and be intro- 
duced to every visitor as one of the special 
He boards around, 
taking up his quarters as the whim seizes 
him; and every family his choice thus honors 
gives him good-humored welcome, knowing 
he will have too much sense to stay long; 
and that he will make himself as useful as 
possible while he does stay. He whips all 
the strange dogs that come to town, and when 
this pastime fails he turns his attention to 
associates of all degrees and whips them. 
le even attacks dogs with such historic 
names as Jefferson Davis and Robert E. Lee, 
and under his vigorous onslaught they be- 
come, sooner or later, exponents of a lost 
cause.“ 

The attacks just mentioned must not be 
attributed to Northern feeling, for Rondo is 
a dog of true Southern sentiments.. The war- 
fare is a mere matter of policy. He evi- 
dently feels that he must keep his prowess in 
full view of the city fathers, the school chil- 
dren, Hotel Latham, and the Insane Asylum, 
or lose the supremacy won by years of Napo- 
leonic energy. 

When the dog tax is to be paid Rondo’s in- 
dependent position in Christian County might 
be supposed to work him woe, but any dan- 
ger of this sort is obviated in an easy pictur- 
esque manner. With a box suspended from 
his neck with a ribbon he makes a collecting 
tour, calling at reputable business houses 
and prosperous-looking homes—to accom- 
plish in all cases his financial purpose. And 
80 assured is his bearing, so respectable is 
his ribbon that these calls rather enhance 
than diminish his general dignity. 

But royally treated as he is to town priv- 
lleges, Rondo at times feels the need of city 
stimulus.
